(i) The charges at the rates specified abovo shall be levied not only in cases of cancellation or requisitions 
for inward and outward pilotage of vessels but also for the cancellation of requisitions for shifting of berth of vessels 
and remooring or for turning a vessel around in her berth or for remooring a vessel in the same berth due to position 
of heavy lifts or for any other reason. 

(ii) The above charges are not leviable in case of :— 

(a) Cancellations received at least one hour before the Pilot’s appointed be ard inf time of the vessel, and 

(b) Cancellations cause i under exceptional circumstances for reason that coulJ not be attributed lo tile vessels 
faults. 

6 . Special Charges (Detention Fees)

7. Fees for on Carriage of Pilot 

In the vent of a vessel carrying a pilot outside the Port limits for unavoidable reasons the Master shall be 
bound to leave the Pilot at the next nearest port and the Master, owner or his representative shall be reaponsible 
for the repatriation and all connected formalities thereof and be also llalo to pay all expenses incurred in the nmtte r 
of board mg, lodging, other reasonable expenses and the repatriation of the pilot thus overcarried. In addition, 
compensation at the rate of Rs. 100/- (US $ 4.76) per hour shall be payable by tho Master of the vessel till the pilot 
reports baok to duty at the Port.

Deck cargo will be exempted from assessment of port dues in respect of 
coasting steamers, while it will be included for purposes of assessment when and if cargo is carried on deck in respect 
of foreign steamers. 

3. Fractions of half a tonne and above shall be counted as one tonne and less than half a tonne ignored. 

4. In calculating the expiration of the period of exemption in respect of Coasting vessels, the day of payment 
should be reckon ;d as one of the sixty days, and the day of entry should be reckoned as the day of payment, whe¬ 
ther the dues are actually paid on the day of entry of subsequently, and the date on which the liability to dues is 
based on which vessel passes the geographical limits of a port and not the day she enters at the Port or Customs 
office. 

5. Port dues shall not be levied on : 

(i) Vessels of less than 15 tonnes; 

(ii) Vessels belonging to other Indian Ports. 

6 . For the purpose of the levy of port dues, a vessel shall not be deemed during one and the same voyage to 
be both a coasting ship or steamer and a foreign ship or steamer, but port dues shall, in respect of such voyage, 
be leviable on such vessel either as a coasting or a foreign ship or steamer, whichever rate is higher. 

7. Vessels entering the port and taking in only provisions, water, bunker, coal or liquid fuel for their own 
consumption shall be charged port dues at half rates. 

8 . A coasting vessel which after paying three-fourth port dues under section 46 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 
(15 of 1908) re-enters the port within the period of exemption with cargo or passengers or in ballast shall be 
charged the difference viz., one-fourth port dues previously conceded. 

9. Coasting vessels which, after paying half port dues under section 47 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 
1908) re-enters the Port within the period of exemption with cargo or passengers or in ballast shall be charged the 
differences, viz., the half previously conceded. 

10. In the event of any dispute regarding the position of a vessel either in Zone A or in Zone B, the decision 
of the Deputy Conservator or his authorised officers shall be final. 
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
